Books for the “Long and Calm View’* 


On the Crisis, Its Background and Implications 
to the United States

N THESE times of chaos in Europe when library patrons as well as librarians are ask- 

ing “What is back of it all? Whither are we going?” the demand for impartial books 

without the emotionalism of propaganda has suddenly become great. Few of the 
deluge of “timely” volumes streaming from overloaded presses are free from bias, hysteri- 
cal frenzy, and the understandable desire to “take a stand.” For material not possessing 
the taint of radicalism, sympathetic yet authoritative, and challenging, vital and accurate, 
it seems necessary to seek materials the ink of which was dry before the natural hysteria 
ot conflict seized commentators and historians. 

First, we in libraries must be able to supply the demand of the parlor strategists and 
cartographically-minded who wish up-to-date maps which not only locate all cities and 
towns mentioned in news dispatches, but also possess enough historical maps to indicate 
the genesis of the conflict. Wars carve great changes in international boundaries. Map 
publishers are faced with the dilemma of being constantly out of date with their ordinary 
book atlases because the cost of the changes cannot be absorbed by the demand for new 
atlases. In a constantly changing world the map of today is often valueless on the morrow. 


Maps of Europe in all save the newest summer revised printings of encyclopedias are inac- 


curate. At present the best sources of map material are the daily metropolitan newspapers 
and magazines such as Time, Life, and Newsweek. The most timely and useful reference 
book is J. F. Horrabin’s Atlas of Current Affairs, sixth edition, revised, published the 
last week of August (Knopf, $1.50. Bookuist 36:14, S 39). This is a revision of the fifth 
edition published in January 1939 and contains eight new maps and extensive changes in 
text necessitated by recent developments in world affairs. Here, with maps on the left and 
text on the right pages of the open book, one may follow campaigns and refresh informa- 
tion on past treaties. 

Readers are also asking “Why and how has it all come about?” and are demanding 
“background” books. An exceptionally good book is that by Mrs. Vera Micheles Dean,

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Research Director of the Foreign Policy Association, entitled Europe in Retreat (2d ed., 
rev., August 1939. Knopf, $2.50. Boox.ist 36:14, S 39), which is a keen and unbiased 
analysis of Europe’s turbulent diplomatic history from the peace of 1919 to the Polish 
crisis of 1939. The same author’s Europe in Crisis (World Affairs Pamphlets, no.1, 
1938. Foreign Policy Association, 8 W. goth St., N.Y., 25c) is also of timely interest. 
Every library should own a copy of Background for War, by the editors of Time (avail- 
able on newsstands, 5c), a series of reprints of the department of that title since its May 1 
issue. Foreseeing the approach of war Time’s editors began on that date to review for 
their readers the events which led up to the successive crises of 1936-1939. These articles, 
the authors warn, are by no means easy reading. They are jam-packed with fact, but as 
such the editors “believe they will appeal to hundreds of thousands of Americans who 
are today considering the problems of war and peace with the utmost seriousness.” For 
those who enjoy her pungent comment, Dorothy Thompson’s Let the Record Speak (1939. 
Houghton, $2.75. Bookxist 36:5, S 39) will attract a vast audience. The book is a chrono- 
logical comment on world affairs from the spring of 1936 to the spring of 1939, presented 
through selections from her columns, broadcasts, and speeches. Analyzing what has hap- 
pened, why it has happened, and what it means to the democratic nations, Miss Thomp- 
son believes that the only hope is in the Democracies who will need vision rather than 
armaments. Though usually written as news and under the restrictions of a deadline, 
some of her prophecies are breath-taking in their accuracy. 

Other serious readers are postulating the question “What countries can survive? How 
long will it last? How are the nations matched?” For these readers Max Werner’s Mili- 
tary Strength of the Powers (1939. Modern Age Books, 95c. Bookuist 36:12, S 39), a dis- 
cussion of the military situation of the great countries today, and a forecast of the future, 
will prove revealing. A “noted military authority who cannot use his own name because 
of the possible reflection on relatives in his native land,” Mr. “Werner” presents a vast 
storehouse of ideas and information, much of it pertinent and accurate, though some 
reviews have noted a distinct bias towards, and glorification of, the strength of Russia. 
Because of the horrible potentialities for destruction from the air, W. O’D. Pierce's 
Air war (1939. Modern Age Books, 50c. BookisT 35:381, Jl 15 39) is of interest 
for it presents the psychological effect of “wings over the world.” Though paper-bound, 
these books should be made available because they meet demands not as yet fully satisfied 
in bound volumes. Such inquirers may also be referred to the June 12, 1939 reprint in- 
cluded in Background for War, already referred to, which deals with the comparative 
war strength of the powers. 

An excellent book revealing the United States’ relation to the entire world, and particu- 
larly the basis of its neutrality (Chapter 18), and why war seems necessary, is Kenneth 
M. Gould’s Windows on the World (1938. Stackpole, $3. Bookuist 35:126, D 15 38). 
As managing editor of Scholastic, Mr. Gould has for several years contributed an unparti- 
san weekly column on international and national current affairs; though essentially for 


young people, it will find a ready audience among public library users. For the creed of 
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an isolationist, popularly written, Boake Carter’s Why Meddle in Europe?: Facts, Figures, 
Fiction and Follies (1939. McBride, $2) is of interest, particularly since he bases his stand 
on the evidences of American history. Lewis Mumford’s Men Must Act (1939. Harcourt, 
$1.50. Bookuist 35:218, Mr 1 39), after analyzing the opposing fundamental principles 
of democracy and fascism, offers a definite program of nonintercourse for the United 
States; though emotional it is persuasive and powerful. Similarly Max Lerner’s It is Later 
Than You Think; the Need for a Militant Democracy (1938. Viking, $2.50. BooK.ist 
35:152, Ja 1 39) pleads for the United States to exercise vigilance over its democracy against 
the inroads of fascism. The author, for three years left-wing editor of the Nation and 
now on the faculty of Williams College, pleads for a transition from capitalism to a some- 
what restricted form of socialism. 

Again, librarians will have increased need for books containing analyses of the Nazi 
ideology. Exactly what is its credo and program? The authoritative work is the Nazi 
Primer; Official Handbook for Schooling the Hitler Youth, translated from the original 
German with a preface by H. L. Childs (1938. Harper, $1.75. Bookuist 35:3, S 1 38). 
The Nazi theories of a pure German race, of sterilization of the unfit, of anti-Semitism, 
of a greater population, of territorial expansion, of economic self-sufficiency, and others, 
are explained simply in this book of required reading for German youth. It is important 
for the Nazi point of view as given by Nazis themselves. Another “must” which should 
be required reading for every library borrower and American citizen is Lyman Bryson’s 
Which Way America: Communism, Fascism, Democracy (1939. Macmillan, 60c. Book.ist 
35:274, Ap 15 39), one of the volumes in the new Peoples Library, a series planned and 
edited by a committee of the American Association for Adult Education. In his chapter 
on the German plan, Mr. Bryson traces simply and readably the genesis of the Nazi ideal 
and contrasts it with the democratic way. This four-star book also explains the Russian, 
Italian, and American plans and is designed as a “basic” or “introductory” book. 

Still other readers will be asking what the Nazis under Hitler plan for the future. Read- 
ing Der Fuehrer’s Mein Kampf (1939. Reynal & Hitchcock, $3. Bookiist 35:251, Ap 
1 39), the reader is today almost paralyzed by the fulfillment of the prophecies contained 
therein and the brazenness of future plans. A thrilling criticism of Nazism and a timely 
warning of its designs is found in Hermann Rauschning’s Revolution of Nihilism: Warn- 
ing to the West (1939. Alliance Book Corporation & Longmans, $3. Book.ist 36:41, 
O 1 39), in which an ex-president of the Danzig senate and former Nazi leader tells of 
his disillusionment with Nazi tactics and warns western democracy of the destructive 
aims of Hitler; this has been highly recommended by Dorothy Thompson on the air and 
in her daily column. Dr. Rauschning believes the basic credo of the Nazis is mere savage 
destruction; the will to destroy forms, he says, its only definite doctrine and impelling 
philosophy. This book seems both a fair-minded evaluation and a damning indictment. 
Another indictment of Nazism is Ernest Hambloch’s Germany Rampant: a Study in 
Economic Militarism (1939. Carrick & Evans, $2.50) in which the author, a member of 
the British consular service and for some years foreign correspondent of the London 
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Times, declares that Hitler is the embodiment of true Germany. This is in direct contrast 
to Nora Waln’s Reaching for the Stars (1939. Little, $3. Booktist 35:229, Mr 15 39) in 
which the author expressed the belief that in the hearts of eighty million Germans there 
is a growing spirit of revolt. Dr. Hambloch believes that the Teutonic philosophy of 
“glorious war,” Pan-Germanism, and the ceaseless antiforeign propaganda of the Nazi 
regime is so strongly imbedded in the people that only economic weapons can be used to 
pacify Germany. Franz Borkenau’s New German Empire (1939. Viking, $2. Book.ist 
36:4, S 39) is a discussion of Nazi foreign policy outlining German plans for expansion in 
Europe, Africa, and the Americas towards the fulfillment of her final aim of world domi- 
nation. The author, former researcher in sociology at the University of Frankfurt and 
now an exile, claims that Germany is a “boiling cauldron without a safety valve” and is 
possessed of a supernatural urge for penetration, annexation, and expansion. Her down- 
fall, he believes, will eventually come from the fact that her economic system demands 
expansion into foreign markets through conquest, but such conquest can only follow Nazi 
subjugation of all Europe, a task fortunately beyond her power. The Rauschning, Ham- 
bloch, and Borkenau books must be recognized as the work of men who have been per- 
sonally outraged by Nazi ideals and domination, and must therefore be read with an open 
mind. 

When Nazism touches our shores the problem of the refugee comes to the fore. Whilc 
pros and cons are argued, the problem and its implications to the United States are admi- 
rably stated in Louis Adamic’s America and the Refugees (Public Affairs Pamphlet, no.29. 
Rev. ed., Mr. 1939, 10c). Tracing America’s tradition of asylum for the persecuted, the 
author, long a specialist in immigration problems (see Native’s Return, Book.isT 30:211, 
Mr 34; Grandsons, Booxutst 31:299, My 35; and My America, Boox.ist 34:345, Je 1 38), 
considers present laws and recent immigration, discussing possible solutions. Mr. Adamic 
does not overlook the economic implications of refugee admission as do some authors. A 
similar though more extensive treatment is Dorothy Thompson’s Refugees: Anarchy or 
Organization (1938. Random House, $1. Bookuist 35:3, S 1 38), in which she analyzes 
some plans for the solution of the problem and considers, with facts and figures, the possi- 
bilities of a feasible plan for the future. A history of the major refugee groups that have 
entered America since 1919 is found in Harold Field’s The Refugee in the United States 
(1938. Oxford Univ. Press, $2.50. Booxuist 35:151, Ja 1 39), which tells how success- 
fully they have become assimilated, what problems they have faced, what contributions 
they have made, what aid they have received, and what their present attitudes are. 

Still again, library desks will in the crisis be deluged with requests for books and 
pamphlets revealing the essential meaning of that much abused word, Democracy. Lyman 
Bryson’s Which Way America, already referred to, contains a simple, straightforward, and 
praiseworthy definition, and excellent contrasts with fascism, Nazism, and communis. 
Two pamphlets admirably state the case. The first, The American Way of Life (Founda- 
tions of Democracy, no.1, F 21, 1939. Columbia Univ. Press, roc), is one of a series of 
debates presented over the Columbia Broadcasting System by Democratic Illinois State 
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Representative T. V. Smith, professor of philosophy at the University of Chicago, and 
Republican U.S. Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio. In it they examine the elements in the 
democratic American ideal. The second, The ABC of the USA, a Series of Miniature 
Essays on Democracy (1939. National League of Women Voters, 726 Jackson pl., Wash- 
ington, D. C., roc), states the case in extremely simple language. Librarians should again 
display the June 5, 1939 issue of Life on America’s future and refer readers to the article 
“The American Destiny” by Walter Lippmann. Reprints in boards are available at 25c. 
For the more serious reader there is Eduard Bene’ Democracy Today and Tomorrow 
(1939. Macmillan, $3. Bookuist 36:36, O 1 39) in which the former president of Czecho- 
slovakia, in lectures delivered in exile at the University of Chicago, defends the demo- 
cratic philosophy of government, discusses the evolution of European democracies during 
the past two centuries, points out the difficulties and weaknesses of democratic ideology 
and practice, and gives a general forecast of the probable development of democracy in 
the future. 

A reader may ask: “There is much talk of the contrast between the democratic and 
totalitarian states. Just what is the difference between the one-party superstates such as 
Italy, Germany, and Russia and the political and social democracy of the United States?” 
A book aiming to answer this question by comparative treatment is Merle E. Tracy’s 
Our Country, Our People, and Theirs (1938. Macmillan, $1.75. Bookuist 34:385, Jl 1 
38). The author, former editor and publisher of Current History, arranges his material 
in four parallel columns in order that systematic point-by-point comparison may be made 
under 20 topics such as area and resources, population, agriculture, mining and manu- 
facturing, labor, business and trade, finance, living conditions, transportation, communi- 
cation, education, culture, recreation, the family, health, government, national defense, 
law enforcement, crime and penology, and human rights. Such treatment enables the 
reader to contrast vividly the values in and pursuit of human life and happiness in these 
twenty categories under fascist (Italy), Nazi (Germany), communistic (Russia), and 
democratic (United States) regimes. 

Finally, puzzled and confused readers will be asking “What does the European crisis 
mean to us in America? How should we meet the challenge to democracy?” Designed 
specifically for such library users is Calling America, the February, 1939 issue of Survey 
Graphic (1939. Harper, $1. Booxxist 35:301, My 15 39), wherein twenty-eight distin- 
guished writers from Europe and America, under the special editorship of Raymond 
Gram Swing, cover the crisis more completely than the average book. Authoritative 
discussions are included on the consequences of tyranny, minority problems, and anti- 
Semitism in the United States, our duty to labor, Negroes, and refugees, and the course 
of democracy in a changing America. Part 3, What Can We Do About Maintaining 
Democracy Here? is a stirring appeal. 

Libraries are among the first institutions to feel the pulse of a national interest. At the 
time of writing, when “World War II,” as Time calls it, is but eight days old, it has al- 
teady been estimated that attendance at moving-picture theaters has been reduced 40 
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per cent because patrons prefer to remain at home close to the radio dials awaiting further 
developments. Propaganda is even now in full swing, so much so that the New York 
Times finds it necessary to state in a box on the first page, “News dispatches from Europe 
and the Far East are now virtually all subject to censorship.” President Roosevelt, in his 
broadcast speech on the opening of the war, said “You (the American people) are the 
most enlightened and best-informed people in all the world at this moment.” Though the 
radio is being hailed as the most potentially powerful weapon of modern warfare, the pen 
can still be mightier than the sword. While the Library’s Bill of Rights (4.L.4. Bulletin 
33:51, Ja 39) states that in no case shall selection of books and other reading matter for 
purchase from public funds “be based on the race or nationality, political or religious 
views of the writers” and “as far as available material permits, all sides of controversial 
questions shall be represented equally in the selection of books on subjects about which 
differences of opinion exist,” librarians must remember that they are, in troublous times 
like the present, in a unique position to disseminate knowledge and truth. To conscien- 
tiously carry out their trust a certain degree of alertness, sensitivity to bias and the purely 
propagandistic, and honest evaluation must be practiced in the selection and circulation of 
printed materials.
